A communication from Unlttxl States Con- 
sul TwiU-h»'U at King-stt^n, Caniuliv, to the 
secretary of state commenting on the erll 
effect* of the interstate commerce law on 
trade and commerce l>etweeii the United 
Btat«« and Canada wan alno received at 
commiiekjn headquarters to-day. Writing 
nnder date of May 9, Consul Twit<-hell nays 
Canada's high protectiro tariff, in which 
there ia no prospect of a reduction, maile 
him apprehensive from the first of the efTeot 
of the increa-sed railroad rates on import* 
from the Uiiit(>d Htatea to that Bwtion of 
Canada. Him-e the 4th of April rat«* as 
shown by freitjht bllb havp b(^n increa-sed 
from as to 10() per c<>nt. with no change on 
Canadian roads. Coal dtuili rs an* prejiaring 
to bring ooal from Nova Sr.itia for all pur- 
poMs where Nova Scotia coal (;an be u.-iod. 
In hai-dware and tinware ordorti have been 
changed from American to Capwlian houst-s 
aa account of increased freight charKP-s, In 
groceries there is the samo complaint, and 
products of countries outside of the United 
States the Canadians expect to got by waj' 
uf Bi itihli C<jluiubia and Ilallf jiz. Ths u:-. 
pleasant feature noticeable, he says. In con- 
nection with the effects of the new law on 
freiglil clKir^oH. has been a generally ex- 
pressed deaire to find how and wbei-e mer- 
chants can make purchaaee without coming 
into contact with American railroads. 

Senator Rengan replying to a letter from 
Conuniksiuuer Morrison invitiuK hij atten- 
tion to the proper interpretjition of Section 
4 of the inturstnte law, says that that section 
is iron-clad, and that the oommisHion i« nut 
juatifled in suspending it He ooadudeft by 
saying: "I have tried to show, flrst, that 
the commission has no power to suspend a 
law of oongreas; and seooad, if they had a^ a 
matter of discretion the power to do so, that 
it would be a great wrong sind injury to the 
public, aivl to a large extent would defeat 
the great and beneflclent purpoee of congrress 
to protect the people from wrong and op- 
prasaicm, and to subject these corporations to 
tha oontrul and auparriaioa oCiatr."
